jMany Feople Watchinp a Foot- 
ball Game at San Francisco 
Were Injured. 

THIRTEEN PERSONS REPORTED KILLED 



Some of the VlctimB Fell Upon a 
Furnace and Oue Man Waa 
Burned to a Crisp

Harried to the Scene. 

San Francisco, Nov. 30.— By the col- 
lapse of the roof of the San Fran- 
cisco and Pacific glass works, at 15th 
tad ISryant streets, Thursday after- 
noon, about 50 persons were more or 
less Injured, some of them fatally. 
At 3:15 o'clock the number of dead 
wee reported as 13. The victims 
were watching the football game be- 
tween the Stanford and the Universi- 
ty of California teams, when the roof 
beneath them gave way, precipitat- 
ing them to the floor of the factory. 
Some of them fell upon the furnaces, 
and one man of unknown identity 
was burned almost to a crisp. 

The crash of the falling roof wo* 
heard a great distance away, and 
thousands of people hurried to .the 
scene. Message* were sent to the 
city receiving hospital and the 
morgue, nnd all the available ambu- 
lances were hurried to the spot. 
At the Hospital. 

At the Control receiving hospital 
at 1 o'clock five of the injured had 
been received. At the time of the ac- 
cident +here was but one doctor on 
duty at the hospital, nnd he was to- 
tally unable to attend the cases as 
they enme in. A summons was sent 
out immediately calling ii|>on doctors 
in the neighborhood hospitals to 
come to render assistant*'. Owing to 
the confusion existing at that time, 
the name of but one of the injured 
has been learned. That one was Al 
Esonann. who was frightfully cut 
about the head and face. The crowd 
was gathered on the roof of a build- 
ing directly over the furnace of the 
glass works. When the building col- 
lapsed the occupants were precipi- 
tated upon the heated top and rolled 
off. 

Seven Dead B»ya In a Row. 

Fully 40 were injured, nearly aM of 
them seriously. Seven of the dead 
»H>ys range in age from 10 to It years. 
They were found lying in o row. and 
most of them were badly mangled. 

There were at least 200 people on 
the roof when it collapsed, and of 
these at least 90 went down. Those 
who were fortunate enough to he on 
• solid section of the building Hur- 
ried down and helped remove the in- 
jured. The heat around the furnace 
was so great, however, that to many 
no assistance could be pandered nnd 
they slowly roasted to death. Not 
200 yards away were 30.000 people 
watching the football game, nnd when 
the news became 1c n own there was In- 
tense excitement among them. Ths 
ushers went through the crown call- 
ing for doctors, nnd many surgeons 
hurriedly left the game.

The living viotims from the disas- 
ter were taken to various hospitals.

It is reported that one 
man, Joseph Oumper, fell into the 
furnace and that his body was Incin- 
erated. There were 500 people on the 
roof when H fell, end of these 54 
went through. 

The manager of the gloss works 
realized the danger before the acci- 
dent occurred, end had sent Cot the 
police to compel the crowd to leave. 
Just as a squad of police arrived from 
the city hall the roof went down.
